Husband and Wife Shot in 


Cold Blood. 


.NO CLUE TO THE BOLD ASSASSIN 


Farmer lleagher and Wife Found 


l)cad iii Then- Own 


House, 


1'KTAinMA, January 23.—At 9.30 this 


morning two ranchers drove terrifically 
into town and notified the officials that 
Frank Meagher, wbo lives on the Wil- 
low ranch, one and one-half miles from 
town, was living from a gunshot wound 
and his wife bad been instantly killed 
by some party unknown. 


Oflicials and physicians at once started 


for the scene, and the sight that met 
their i-awj was sickening and ghastly 
beyond description. 


In the kitchen, partly recliuiug 011 the 


lioor and against a lounge, her body and 
clothing saturated with blood, lay Mrs. 
Meagher, cold in death. 


In the back bedroom, lying in bed, 


covered with clothes, lay the husband 
moaning feebly, a ghastly wound in tbe 
back of his head, showing where he bad 
been wounded. 


Tlie physicians at once examined him 


and removed several shot, from his jaw 
und mouth and dressed his serious in- 
juries. 


In the meantime tbe body of Mrs. 


Measlier was placed on a table, aud it 
was found that the entire charge of a 
shotgun, loaded with mixed shot, had 
struck her squarely in tbe right temple 
at close range, tearing a ghastly bole in 
her head. 


From indications Meagher had been 


sitting on a chair in the kitchen reading 
a book. He hud his back to a window, 
and his wife-was at tbe table beside him 
engaged in making bread. The assassin 
crept up in front of the house until 
within about fifteen feet of the window, 
when, kneeling he fired, the shot strik- 
ing Measlier, who no doubt fell hack in 
his chair stunned, the book falling at 
bis feet. 


Mrs. Measlier, who was stone blind, 


was tcrritied by the j;un report, and evi- 
dently groped her way through the door 
into the adjoining room und endeavored 
to open the door leading to the front 
yrrchj and as she opened this the mur- 
uerer poked the deadly weapon against 
her head, fired and she fell dead. A 
large pool of blood remains to tell the 
tale. 


Meagher must have remained uncon- 


scious for some time, and when he re- 
vived dragged himself to the bed in the 
back room and remained there, until dis- 
covered this morning. 


The theory advanced by the officers is 


that Meagher, wbo is a man of fine 
physique, might have easily wandered 
around while out of his mind, and in 
this way they account for the trails of 
blood iii tbe house and the finding him 
in bed. 


Great excitement prevails in the city, 


und large knots of citizens are discuss- 
ing und ascribing the horrible affair. 


There is no clue to the perpetrator, 


unless it is tlie marks of a Xo. 10 rubber 
boot, just where the shooter stood. An 
inquest will be held tomorrow.

The Republicans, however, joined hands 
with the income taxers and defeated the 
small band of Democrats who have 
pledged themselves to nae every effort to 
prevent the internal revenue bill, con- 
taining tbe income tax, from being 
placed upon tbe Wilson bill as a rider. 


Will Affect Public 
Officials. 


\\rAbniM;Tox, January 24.—Bryan of 


Nebraska, framer of the income tax 
measure, says its provisions apply to the 
salaries of all public otficials as well as 
private persons. Congressmen who re- 
ceive $5000 per year will have an ex- 
emption of $4000 of it, but the disburs- 
ing ofiicers of tbe senate and bouse will 
retain 2 per cent on tbe remaining $1000 
and turn it over to tho treasury. The 
same rule applies to all other govern- 
ment otlicialSj including the President.

do after bis death. It was brought to 
her by her brother or another gentle- 
man, she was not sure which. It was 
with some other papers belonging to 
her husband, and was placed in a tin 
box at a bank. She looked for ihu letter 
at tho time of the Heath trial, but bad 
been unable to find it. It had been 
mi?laid while she was east.

The 
one owned by McWhirter is a new navy, 
while the other is an old fashioned 
Colt's.

The results of the Chino 


andAlvarado beet sugar factories are 
yet to be received. That is the showing 
of a single factory for tho season of 
1S93-4, but if the bounty be removed 
from domestic sugar the/ results for 
1894-5 may be summed up in a single 
word—nil. We cannot make beot sugar 
in competition with foreign cane supar, 
especially if it is not dutiable. This 
magnificent industry will be ruined as 
completely as though Cleveland and the 
Democratic party bad confiscated th* 
plant and sown salt on the beet fields. 


Ivet it be remembered, too, that if the 


bounty clause, of tbe McKinley bill be 
repealed and a duty imposed on im- 
ported sugar it will not help California 
sugar growers, for the reciprocity treaty 
with Hawaii has never been repealed in 
terms, and as soon as foreign sugar is 
made dutiable the.exception in favor of 
Hawaii ia revivified, and sugar from 
Hawaii comes in free.

We have 
before us the Congressional Itecord of 
the 10th inst., giving his speech on the 
;arift" made two days before, in commit- 
tee of the whole. In the course of this 
speech be displayed the samples of 
Fresno raisins which had been sent him 
by Noble Bros., The Home Packing 
Company and Hobbs & Parsons of this 
city. At the same time he exhibited 
Fresno raisins of the same grade bought 
by him at different stores in Washing- 
ton, for which he paid 15, 25 and 30 
cents a pound, according to the locality 
of the stores where they were sold. Then 
he informed the house that our pro- 
ducers were not getting over 3}.j to 4 
cents for this same quality of raisins, f. 
o. b. the cars at Fresno. 


Then he showed to the house foreign 


raisins, for -which he paid 35 and 40 
cents per pound in Washington stores, 
and by the reductio ad absurdum, 
"knocked the stuffing out of" the Demo- 
cratic claim, that reducing the duty one 
cent per pound would take a burden off 
the consumer! He said: 


"Now I want to ask any really smart 


gentleman (I do not want anybody else

Some Good Advice Given by a Cor- 


Tlie case of Louis E. 1'russo against 
oseph Spinney came on for trial before 
udge Webb yesterday, S. J. Hinds and 
1. H. HotaHiiK appearing for the plain- 
iff, and L. K.Cory and Frank " 
hort for ihu defense. 
The action was for $25,000 damages 
sr slandt-r upon the following slate- 
nont of facts: Prusso, in 1SS9, was 
eputy tas collector at the the time 
Bartlettor John A. Barker, as his auc- 
essor, acted as city marshal. 


After the city election in 1S93, Prussc, 


among others, was a candidate for city 
lerk before the new Board of Trustee?, 
and in a private caucus of the board the 
merits of those candidates were dis- 
cussed. 


In the course of this conference Spin- 


ley, it seems, made the statement that 
.Vtisso had been behind in his accounts 
as deputy tax collector, and had mort- 
gaged his property to Spinney to raise 
noiiey to square up his final settle- 
ment.

Co. to substantiate the malice charged, 
and then rested. 


The defendant then moved for a noi 


suit on the ground that none of the lan- 
guage set forth in the plaintiff's com- 
plaint had been substantiated, which 
charged that the statements were mali- 
cious and that no malice had been 
proven. 


Judge "Webb in ruling upon the mo- 


tion defined the status of the case at 
some length, setting forth that malice 
was not implied but must be proven 
allirmatively, and granted the motion, 
dismissed the case and dit-eharged tho 
jury. 


The plaintiff excepted to the ruling o 


the court, and on motion a stay of pro- 
ceedings waa granted for twenty days to 
permit an appeal to be taken.

To make chickens pay the best I find 


we need plenty of range. Tlie more 
chickens the, more range; plenty of 
shade in summer and shelter in winter; 
plenty of pure water; green feed and all 
tlw "rain they will eat. But the great- 
est requisite- is pure bred fowls. Every 
one that has a fl -ck of mixed breeds will 
notice that a few of their hens lay three 
or four times as many eggs as others do. 
Now with pure bred fowia it is the re- 
verse. Nearly all are good layers, and 
the few that are not can be disposed of 
as soon as they are discovered. 


As to the choice of breeds all have 


their good points, and it is only neces- 
sary for us to select the kmtl we like the 
best, and keep this kind and no other; 
but make sure that you start with pure 
bred stock, if only a few bens and ft 
rooster, or two or three bettings of eggs, 
anil from them raise your future sup- 
plies, all the time savins the very best, 
and in a year or two you will have a 
flock of chickens that will be a pleaaui 
to care for and profitable, to keep-

IT BEGINS to look as though the adminis- 


tration were determined to seriously crip- 
ple if not absolutely destroy the domestic 
sugar industry by putting foreign sugar 
on the free list and repealing the bounty. 
This is a serious i .miter for California. 
Speaking of tho beet sugar industry in 
this state, the Chronicle says: 


Only yesterday we were told that the 


Watsonville beet 
sugar factory just 


closed its annual run, havinjr reduced 
64,500 tons of beuts grown- in Santa 
Claraand Monterey counties, for which 
the growers received $5 a ton, and the 
output of which was about 7800 tons ol 
raw sugar. The results of the Chino 
and Alvarado beet sugar factories are 
yet to be received. That is the showing 
of a single factory for the season oi 
1893-4, but if tho bounty be removed 
from domestic sugar tliQ results for 
1S94-5 may be summed up in a single 
word—nil. We cannot make beat sugar 
in competition with foreign cane sugar, 
especially if it is not dutiable. This 
magnificent industry will l»e ruined as 
completely as though Cleveland and the 
Democratic party had confiscated the 
plant and sown salt on the beet fields. 


Let it be remembered, too, that if the 


bounty clause of the McKiuley bill be 
repealed and a duty imposed on im- 
ported sugar it will not help California 
sugar growers, for the reciprocity treat' 
with Hawaii has never been repealed in 
terms, and as soon as foreign sugar is

Her 
ndustrial development is hiudereu for 
he want of tliestt two raw materials, 
of which we have east of the Itoi-ky 
fountains au unlimited supply.

leeds cheap coal and iron to create a vast 
manufacturing industry to supply the 
Hiormous market open to her in thu 
Pacific, and to construct a merchant 
uarine commensurate with the possi- 
iilities of her rapidly growing foreign 
:rfide. 


At the present time California can buy 


:ier iron iuGlaszowandher coal in British 
Columbia cheaper tlum from the East- 
ern, states. With the Nicaragua canal 
opened, she could buy both coal and 
ron still cheaper in Mobile, Ala. I£ev- 
iniB reformers say admit cual and iron 
ree of \luty and let California buy her 
supply where she pleases. The true 
Vuicrican policy is to at ouce construct 
,he "Nicaragua canal and create in Cali- 
ornia a permanent interest in the coal 
ind iroii mines in Alabama. Cheap 
iron and coal from Alabama will stimu- 
late the industrial development of Cali- 
fornia without injury to any other na- 
tional interest, and at the same time 
idd greatly to the prosperity of Ala- 
bama. Tho opening of the canal will 
ncrease the value of every coal and 
iron mine in the nation, the product of 
which can be cheaply delivered to Amer- 
ican ports upon the Gulf of Mexico. 
American vessels will then carry iron 
and coal from Mobile to San Francisco 
rather than British vessels from Glas- 
jo\v, or Canadian vessels from Vancou- 
ver. 
"We shall stimulate and develop 


our own coasting trade rather than the 
foreign trade ol Great Britain and her 
Canadian dependency. 


IB it not unwise to ship wheat from 


San Francisco to Glasgow at present 
prices and exchange it for iron ore, coal 
iml limestone, of which we have an ab- 
solutely inexhaustible, 
supply, when 


:ens of thousands of industrious and 
skilled artisans are denied the opportu- 
nity to earn their daily bread? Giving 
California cheap American coal and iroii 
would add to the prosperity of this mav- 
•elous state, stimuliitu tlm industrial 
development of Alabama, and thereby 
strengthen the desire ot both to promote 
he commonweal. 


The revenue reform policy tends to 


create in California a strong interest in 
a foreign state, and that state our great- 
est commercial rival, and leaves the coa? 
and iron mines of Alabama dormant. 
The true American policy is to cement 
all the parts together. The revenue re- 
'oroi policy is to disintegrate the parts 
jy the creation of interests in other 
lands. 


In the language of the Sun corre- 


spondent: "We can well afford to con- 
struct the Nicaragua canal for the single 
purpose of 
binding California more 


closely to the Union. We can also afford 
to construct it for its influence in stim- 
ulating the industrial development ol 
our gulf states; and again, as a means ol 
increasing the efficiency of our navy; 
and still again, because it will promote 
the general welfare of the nation." 


We cannot afford to have any other 


nation construct it, or control it, or any 
part of it. It should be an American 
canal, built to promote, develop and per- 
petuate American interests and institu- 
tions, and absolutely directed and con- 
trolled for all time to come by the gov- 
ernment of this republic.

is revivified, and sugar from 


Hawaii cornea in free. If we could gel 
far enough below the surface we miglr 
find that the Hawaiian question anc 
the sugar bounty question are very 
closely related in Cleveland's mind, am 
that sugar is a potent factor in deter- 
mining the issue. 


Our Democratic senator and congress

ton, for which he paid 15, 25 and 30 
cents a pound, according to the locality 
of the stores where they were sold. Then 
he informed the house that our pro- 
ducera were not getting over 3>£ to 4 
cents for this same quality of raisins, f, 
o. b. the cars at Fresno. 


Then he showed to the house foreign 


raisins, for which he paid 35 and 41 
cents per pound in Washington stores 
and by the rednctio ad abaurdum 
"knocked the stuffing out of" the Demo 
cratic claim, that reducing the duty one 
cent per pound would take a burden off 
the consumer! He, said:

fore Eastern capitalists, who were very 
favorably impressed \viih theenterprise 
and had sent Mv. Nicoll out here to ex- 
amine 
his representations. Mutters 


were now at such a stage that the speedy 
carrying out of the enterprise depended 
upon the promptness with which the 
people to be benefited by the road carried 
out their pledges. 
Mr. Nicoll made a few remarks to the 


effect that if the rights of way, bonuses, 
franchises, etc., were found satisfactory 
the money for the construction of the 
road would be speedily forthcoming. 


F. II. Short stated Fresno always 


lived up to its promises aud that it 
would be ready with its bonus and 
rights of way when the proper time 
came He dwelt briefly upon the re- 
sources of the county and believed the 
road would bu of great benefit to it. 


T. O. White gave a review of Fresno 


county's experience with railroad en- 
terprises.' Three had been broached 
within the past few years and rights of 
wav and bonuses had been promised in 
each case. 
The rights of way and 


bonuses were in each instance ready for 
delivery, but the roads were never 
built. He was certain Fresno would 
keep Us pledges. Of the $50,000 bonus 
promised the Monterey it Fresno rail- 
road, $39,000 has been subscribed and 
there was no doubt the remainder could 
be easily obtained. There would also 
be no dilficultv as to rights of way. 


Remarks were made by others, all of 


them being in encouragement of the en- 
terprise aud conveying assurances that 
Fresno county was prepared to fulfill its 
promises. The meeting then adjourned. 


In the evening a meeting of the direc- 


tors of the Monterey & Fresno railroad 
company waa held at the oflice of L. L. 
Cory. There were present Colonel A. 
W. Jones, president; L. W. Moultrie, 
secretary; William I'almtagof Hollister, 
Thomas Flint of San Juan, II.

The case of Louis E. Prusso against 


Joseph Spinney came on for trial before 
Judge Webb yesterday, S. J. Hinds and 
H. H. 1 totaling apj^aring 101- the plain- 
tiff, and L. I.. Cory mid Frank II. 
.Short fur the defense. 


The action was for $25,000 damages 


for elandi-r upon the following state- 


it of facts: I'rusco, in 1S39, was 


deputy tax collector at the the time 
Bartlett or John A. Itarker, as his suc- 
cessor, acted as city marshal. 


After the city election in 1S93, Prussc, 


among others, was a candidate for city 
clerk before the new Board of Trustees, 
and in a private caucus of the board the 
merits of those candidates were dis- 
nussed. 


In the course of this conference Spin- 


ney, it seems, made the statement that 
Prusso had been behind m his accounts 
as deputy tax collector, and had mort- 
gaged his property to Spinney to raise 
money to square up his final settle- 
ment. 


This afterwards came to Prusso' 


knowledge and he brought the action 
for slander aud a jury was impaneled 
and the trial of the case took place yes- 
terday. 


The plaintiff proved by Major Den- 


nett, the then city clerk, that Prusso'e 
accounts were correct, and by Trustee 
Craycroft the statement attributed to 
Spinney, which was substantially ad- 
mitted by the defence, except that it 
was not made maliciously, but in a pri- 
vate caucus, and was therefore in the 
nature of a privileged communication. 


The plaintiff offered evidence of state- 


ments made by Spinney after the sui 
had been begun at the Bodega salooi 
and in the store of Doiiahoo, Emuions A 
Co. to substantiate the malice charged; 
and then rested. 


The defendant then moved for a non 


suit on the ground that none of the hin 
guage set forth in the plaintiff's com 
plaint had )>een substantiated, whiol 
charged that the statements were mali- 
cious and that no malice had been 
proven. 


Judge Webb in ruling upon the mo- 


tion di'fmed the status of the case a 
some length, setting forth that malici 
was not implied but must bo proven 
allirmatively, r.nd granted the motion 
dismissed the case and discharged tin 
jury. 


The plaintiff exceptod to the ruling of 


the court, and on motion a stay of pro- 
ceedings was granted for twenty days to 
permit an appeal to be taken.

EDITOR "RcrunucAS :—1 am pleased 


you have given ?o much space in your 
paper for the discussion of the poultry 
business. Whether largo flocks will pay 
well or not is a debatable question, but 
that small flocks pay well there is no 
doubt. One year ago I commenced with 
a flock of forty chickens, keeping an ac- 
count of all sales and expenses, and at 
the end of the year I find the credit 
side of the book a little over $90 ahead, 
or four and one-half times as much as 
the original flock was worth at the be- 
ginning. In the account of expenses I 
only Rliarge the feed, as the house. n»sts 
and' coopa are in aa good repair as at the 
beginning, and with the waste lumber 
and old boxes of the place can always be 
kept60. 
To make chickens pay the best T find 


we need plenty of range. The more 
chickens the more range; plenty of 
shade in summer and shelter in winter; 
plenty of pure water; green feed and all 
the grain they will eat. But the great- 
est requisite is pure bred fowls. Every

Cash f. o. b. for | 
our raisins and fruit is the only ealvu- 
lion for us. Let every fruit and raisin 
»rower in the county refuse to consign a 
pound of his atuft, imd we will soon 
liave casli buyers on band. With a 
warehouse in Fresno to store raisins in, 
any grower could get enough money 
from local banks to pay expense of 
picking. Two years ago a few men with 
more clibek than capital resolved that 
the growers lacked the brains to handle 
their crops, and they very generously 
offered to furnish the capital. Now they 
have the capital and the growers have 
the experience. Some of them have 
packing houses all over the country,:ind 
the poor growers paid for them. 


They charge the grower $7 per ton 


for stemming, and there is a profit of 
$3.50 per ton on that. They charge him 
40 cents per box for packing layers, and 
there is a profit of 15 cents per box. 
They charge 5 per cent waste, and there 
is a "profit of 3 per cent. They charge 5 
per cent commission for themselves, and 
the Chicago broker takes out his pay, 
and also a commission for his local bro- 
ker; which ho has in all the smaller 
cities. 


Some of the heaviest and most re- 


sponsible houses have told me they 
would be glad to pay cash for our stufl, 
bi\t how can thev do it so long as a part 
o£ the growers "continue to give their 
crops to irrespon?ihie. and in many 
cases rascally eastern commission house?. 


Brother growers, let us join together 


and build a warehouse. Let us enter 
into a written pledge uot to turn over 
another pound of our fruit or raisins to 
a local packer unless he pays cash on 
delivery. 


Under this abominable commission 


packing system the growers and busi- 
ness men of Fresno have sustained a 
needless loss of not less than $500,000 
within the past two years, aud every 
mail, woman and child'in the county i? 
now feeling the effects of it.

His chief embarrassment in dealing 


with them was to induce them to accepf 
pay for their provender and services 
and while they could illy afford to en> 
tertain the posse, he was often com- 
pelled to force them to accept pay bj 
leaving money at their houses in spite 
of their protests. 


He found a very few sympathizer! 


with Evaue, and outside of these he hat 
no trouble in finding out all they knew 
alwut the fugitives, and while these peo 
pie would not, from caution, talk much 
in general about the case, they would 
take him aside and frankly tell him ev- 
erything they knew of the matter t ha 
would beof assistance to him. 
S (Sheriff Scott saidj£be did not blann 
the people for being reticent while the* 
desperadoes were roaming free in the 
vicinity.

WHY MKS. RVASS LEFT HEE HOME 


A Still Hirnt Beiug Made for the 


Bandits—Rapelje 


The belief is growing that Sheriff 


Scott lias a posse in the mountains on a 
still hunt for Evans aud Morrell. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Peck disappeared about four 
days ago and Deputy Sheriff Timmins 
lisa not l>een seen for two days, and it 
is the opinion of not a few that they are 
heading ;i posse in pursuit oi the ban- 
dits. 


Sheriff Kcott is, of course, very un- 


communicative on this subject, and to 
persons inquiring after the two deputies 
mentioned says they are out looking for 
jurors. ' A large number of jurors are 
needed, and there is plenty of work for 
the deputies in the way of summoning 
those who have been drawn. 


Some inquisitive, persons 
wonder 


whether Deputy Sheriff Peck needs a 
field glass with which to hunt jurors, it 
being reported he took such an optical 
instrument with him. They are told that 
some people dislike to do jury duty 
above all other things and avoid the 
officers as they would the pest. What 
more natural, in view of this, that Peck 
should take a glass with which to sweep 
the country in order to locate the men 
trying to avoid him? 


"Hi Uapelje, who was one of the posse 


that captured Evans and Sontag, has 
returned from ft six weeks' trip to Inyo 
county and Nevada. His name has 
been frequently 
mentioned the past 


three weeks as one who would bo a good 
man to send afterthe escaped desperado, 
but it is not yet quite certain that Hi 
bankers after any more laurels. 


The report that Evans was at Exeter, 


Tulare county, last Sunday is credited 
by many people. If Evans attempts to 
leave the state he will no doubt go south 
while Morrell uiav trv to make his way 
northward. It would not, therefore, l>e 
a bad idea to send oae posse south to 
work its way northward and another 
ward to work southward, the posses 
to meet at an appointed plaw. 


Hlltapelje was interviewed last even- 


ing by a llBi'UBLiCAX reporter and stated 
that he was not yet certain whether he 
would go out after Evans and Morrell. 
He said he would join the Uuut if it was 
necessary, but from his rfubsequent con- 
versation it was plain that Rapelje 
would not need much coaxing. It was 
Kapelje who inflicted the wound that 
necessitated the amputation of Evans* 
left forearm, and the bandit hates him 
bitterly. liapelje's dislike for Evans is 
equally cordial. 


Kapelje stated he heard of Evans' es- 


cape at Reno, and got back here as 
quick as he could, lie first saw to it 
that the trails on the eastern slope of 
the mountains were guarded in case 
Evans shouM attempt to cross over. 
He went from Ueno to Kecler, in Inyo 
county, and from there by stujie to Mo- 
jave. The authorities east of the Sierras 
were notified and are on the lookout for 
Evans and Morrell, who are almost cer- 
tain to be captured should they try to 
leave the state in that direction. 


"I haven't been here long enough to 


get thoroughly acquainted with the 
movements of Evans up to the time 
track was lost of him," said Rapelje, 
"but T believe be is still in the mount- 
ains in either this or Tulare county. 
Furthermore I am positive he will 5e 
captured and that, it may be, within 
two weeks. He is not the man he was 
and cannot offer the resistance, be did 
before. I don't think Morrell will stay 
with him; the way he acted ivheu Mor- 
gan tackled him shows he isn't over- 
burdened with pluck. As for Evans 
leaving the country, his only hope seems 
to me to be in his making for the coast 
and going on board a vessel. Possibly 
his plan is to lie low till spring and then 
try to leave the state." 


The arrival of Sirs. Evans and family 


in San Francisco and their intention to 
make their home there has set the city 
papers speculating. 
One of them says : 


"The Evans ftt"»ily seem confident 


that the outlaw bas gone for good this 
time. There is no reward offered, the 
"United States and the railroad officers 
have given up the chase, and they think 
that with only Sheriff Scott and bis 
men in pursuit Evans can make his way 
to the border, and so lenve the country, 
if not the continent. 


"In connection with this belief that 


Evans will leave the country ia the sig- 
nificant one of the removal of the entire 
family from its old home in the foot- 
hills. It was suspected before, and is 
now admitted by the family, that the 
only reason Evans stayed around his 
old home was bemuse he would not 
leave his wife and children until com- 
pelled to do sr>. He was finally per- 
suaded to prepare for the trip south, and 
was on his way to his cabin for the last 
time when the fatal fight at Stone Cor- 
ral occurred. This time, however, Ev- 
ans must leave the country, and to 
guard against any chance of his linger- 
ing around his old borne the cabin has 
been deserted and the whole family 
have moved to the city. 


"It is supposed that Evans ia still in 


the mountains behind 
Fresno, and 


rumor bas it that before the outlaw's 
wife left the vicinity she disappeared 
suddenly from thu cabin one evening. 
She returned the next day, but volun- 
teered no information as to her -wherea- 
bouts. No one asked any questions, but 
it is supposed that she, too, joined in the 
bunt for the outlaw in the mountains, 
and, more successful than the sheriff's 
posse, she'met her husband and said 
good-bye to him before she returned 
again to her home."

Tlie Depressing Effect oftlie Wilson 


Bill Upou the Entire 


Industry. 


The following 
circular letter from 


Thomas Denigan, Son A Co., the welt 
known wonlhiUidlerd of San Francisco, 
will rk-arly present the cflVot of the 
Wilson bill upon the i'aL-hic Coaei wool 
trade. They say: 


"When we sent out our eireulur for 


1S92 we thought, witb many others, that 
wools were us low as they could j-et, 
even on a free trade basis. Sinve then 
we have, with all our wool growing 
friend?, uhauiifcd our mind, and have 
had tjood reason for ?o doing, viz: a de- 
crease in values since that lime of 40 to 
50 per cent on most every kind of do- 
mestic wool, and no bottom touched 
yet. 


"The facts are, that if the trend of 


business during 1S93 could have been 
predicted, our people generally would 
not have believed that, under nny jwssi- 
ble circumstances, the business of a 
country populated with "0,000,000 of 
people could be BO thoroughly destroyed 
in so sliort'a time, aa has been the case. 
It was beyond belief, and our fellow citi- 
zens aro yet inclined to doubt the real- 
ity, except when called on in matters of 
sale and purchase, and for money to 
keen things moving. 


"If we predicted last year that woola 


were as low as they could be, it waa be- 
cause we felt they were theu as low as 
any healthy state of trade and manu- 
factures hi tbis country should call for, 
and because wool growers were not 
niaking money or dohn; as well as their 
investments and labor warranted; but 
if the business was not on a money 
making basis then, it surely is a ruinous 
business to follow now, wben prices are 
hardly equal (for fall clip) to tbe cost of 
shearing expenses, and when it is BO 
difficult to find outlets for wool at any 
price. 


"We have been hoping that congress 


would set to work and look the distress 
of the country squarely in the face, but 
disapiKiiutuient follows. 
In 
fact, it 


seems us if the congress of tbe country 
were more inditlerent to tbe alarming 
condition of tilings than is tbe outside 
world. The outside world cannot ignore 
our distress, because they are too deeply 
interested in our commerce and trade to 
escape, the results of such times as we 
now have. 


"As to relief, there is nothing in sight. 


We have been 
promised that relief 


would surely come when tbe status of 
silver was changed, which change has 
taken place; but the relief docs not fol- 
low in any line of trade, and in wool 
things have been going from bad to 
worse since the passage of tbe- silver 
bill, and we must say it has been tbe 
Game witb all other products as a rule; 
even tlic exceptions are not exceptions, 
for tbe reason tbat whenever 
and 


wherever a mill of any kind has Iretn 
galvanized into life, it bas no healthy 
appearance, its neighbors are afraid of 
it, and its labor is suspicious of it from 
the start— because it has bten 'set a 
going' on a 'half and half principle, 
viz., half time and half wages. 


"The outlook is very much as it is 


with a sick person, who has and has not 
some hopes of life., and is both uncer- 
tain and indifferent about it. There is 
ouly one source of relief which would 
prove effectuil, congress should at once 
S 


've assurance that it is not in sympa- 
!j- with any legislation that will de- 


stroy any of 
our 
great industries, 


whether protected or not. 


"A reduction of duties may be neces- 


sary, hut to bring about this reduction 
it ia not desired to bankrupt the coun- 
try, and we hope congress will speedily 
assure us that they have no such inten- 
tion by promptly revising the Wilson 
bill to the end that our domestic wools 
and dressed meats will have such con- 
sideration as will 
guarantee them a 


borne market, in place of opening up 
our market to Australia and South 
America to those important products of 
our own country." 


Then followed a tabulated statement

A LEGAL COMPLICATION. 


Hirhican L»" Clrej the Mineral 


Train Kubiirr* nit L'*>u»ual Chance. 


In thecaseof the j>eopleagainstl>oml- 


niek and Edward Hogan, William Bat- 
ler aud others, accused of the Mineral 
Range exprws robbery near Houghton, 
Sept. 15, the prosecutUm isiiiaquaudury, 
Tho case is soon to be called for trial. 
Meanwhile tho prosecution has to solve a 
very dt-licatd legal i>roblem or forego the 
hope of convicting all of the five men at 
present under arrest. 


The .specific charge against the five 


prisoners is robbery. 
The Michigan 


Biatuie dcfim-s mbbt-ry as the theft of 
property by inrans of violence to the 
custodian or owner therec£, oi intent to 
do great bodily injury or to kill in caso 
of resistance. Fear is mado an essential 
element of robbery, thus implying that 
the person or persons in charge of the 
property must bo put iu four of death or 
great bodily injury. The imtximmn pen- 
alty in Michigan is imprisonment at hard 
labor for life. Dominick Hogaii waa tbo 
agent of tho express company, and the 
$70,000 stolen was in his charge. If ho 
relinquished possession of tho money 
through ft-nr of violence, ho was robbed 
and was not himself a robber. 


On the other hand, if ho was a party 


to the tbef t and feared no injury, then 
110 robbery was committed, aud none of 
tho prisoners can bo convicted of a more 
serious offensu than larceny, the maxi- 
mum penalty for which is five years' im- 
prisonment. Therefore, to secure a con- 
viction Qf any of the accused ou the 
charge, the prosecution must prove the 
innocence of Dominick Hogan, whom it 
has caused to be heldtwonionths in jail, 
and whose good name has been ruined. 


The only altormitive appears to be tho 


withdrawal of the charge of robbery rind 
substituting the charge of larceny, tho 
punishment for which must be very 
light ns compared with the just deserts 
of such audncious criminals. The de- 
fense* will make this legal technicality 
tho main point in their lino of action 
during tho trial. — Minneapolis Journal.

All Frotediii^ Shade 


Trees. 


In yesterday's edition tlie Expositor 


set forth at length the opinions of a 
number of citizens witb regard to roads 
for vi-liirlea through the rourt house 
park. 


Of niurse they were excellent opinions 


from very excellent men, but the Ex-

court house and the jail, which will bo 
amply sufficient for public convenience, 


he members of the board were of 


one mind on, tbis matter and took oc- 
casion to express pronounced opinions 
upon the subject, as may be seen by the 
resolution and minutes of the last ses- 
sion of tho board.

A Itnlluon Screw. 


Some very interesting experiments 


tiavo been recently made by M. Mallet 
respecting tho action of a screw in pro- 
ducing vertical propulsion in a balloon, 
the results of which have beeu presented 
to tho Academy. The screw was de- 
signed and set to work by M. Langloia 
do Sauinier. It has a diameter of 7$ 
feet and turns round a vertical shaft 
fixed by two clamps.to ono of theeidea 
of the car. M. Mallet succeeded, by im- 
parting to the screw a velocity of 100 
revolutions n iniiiute, hi raising thy bal- 
loon, which has a capacity of 28,000 cn- 
bic feet, through n vortical space in tho 
same timu of i&3 feet. 


Frequent repetitions of the same ei- 


periuient invariably gave the same re- 
sults. As the screw revolved, it neces- 
sarily caused tUo balloon to rotate -also, 
but the movement was uot found to pro- 
duce any inconvenience, since the veloc- 
ity did not exceed 0.0-1 of a complete 
revolution in a second. The author con- 
cluded hia communication by a series of 
observations uptm this particular moda 
of propulsion, pointing oub that it was 
exceedingly well adapted for purposes of 
scientific experiments,—Geuie Civil.

ment and the Individual. 


EDITOR REPCBLICAS :—By mutuality 


we mean reciprocation or interdepend- 
ence. In this communication I mean to 
show that this relation should be the 
basis,notonly of individual to individual, 
but also of society and the individuals 
constituting it. When a person joins 
the Masons, the Odd Fellows or some 
other Eocietj", he assumes not merely 
duties, but also secures privileges. The 
same should be true between the states 
and its members. True, the relation 
between the state and its members is 
generally not arbitrary on the part of 
the, latter, birth, habit and frequently 
necessity deciding such a union; but 
this does not exonerate the state from 
its obligation of mutuality. Receiving, 
as it does, the taxes, homage and serv- 
ices of its inemlwra, it should in justice 
assume on its part tbe obligation of 
guaranteeing the untrammelled pursuit 
of happiness, as well as the ability of 
fulfilling their duties to its members. 
Let me illustrate: 


Every spring the appraiser visits the 


citizens to ascertain what and how 
much they possess, upon which knowl- 
edge he niakes out his tax rates, expect- 
ing every citizen to pay the amount im- 
posed into tlie public treasury. Only a 
short period is allowed him to comply 
with this demand of the elate, and if he 
tails to pay the sum imposed the state 
will ecize his property and sell the same, 
to satiifv the demands of its tax col- 
lectors. Here the mutuality mentioned 
ceases, and the state assumes a despotic 
power totally unwarranted by the cir- 
cumstances. The very demand it makes 
upon ite citizens implies its obligation 
to furnish to them the ability to pay 
their taxes. True, the state in a meas- 
ure protects the citizen in the preserva- 
tion of his property, hut that is insuffi- 
cient, eince circumstances may arise 
making it imposnible for the citizen to 
earn the money demanded of him in the 
shape of taxes. 


Times like the present deprive man} 


an ablebodied man of the opportunity 
of working for wages, of helling his 
produce at remunerative ligures, or fol- 
lowing profitably the various trades anc 
professions constituting the means of a 
civilized society to earn a liviiin. It ii 
certainly unfair in the state to demand

Fair at San Francisco will take place to-

There will be a great 
irocesaioTi in the morning, to be fol- 
lowed by dedication ceremonies. 


Quite a number of Fresno people will 


attend the opening and those who are 
already in the city will no doubt stay 
over to be. present at the dedication 
ceremonies. The exposition is not yet 
completed, which leads to the suspicion 
of bad management somewhere. 


Fulton G. Berry, of the Midwinter 


Fair executive committee., has .gone to 
San Francisco to look after the Fresno 
county building. Owing to some changes 
in the dome of the Horticultural build- 
ing, beneath which the Fresno county 
pavilion is to be erected, the construc- 
tion of the pavilion has been delayed. 


The staff work and wood work of the 


pavilion are almost completed, and as 
soon ns the construction of the pavilion, 
is considered advisable work will be 
begun at once. The reason work has 
not been begun already ia for the fear 
that the ruin coming through the unfin- 
ished dome might spoil the exhibit. The 
displays are still here, but are packed 
and can be shipped nt. a moment's no- 
tice. From present indications it is not 
likely thai our exhibit will 1« in place 
before a fortnight.

Price Current. 


The local trade in the produce market 


.ins been exceedingly dull since onr last 
report, with an accumulation of stocks 
and a very light demand. There has 
jeen a slight improvement in dried 
peaches, pears and apricots, while we 
ian not say there has been any whatever 
in the raisin or prune market. Being 
now the last of January, without any 


r.y change whatever, makes the situa- 
jon on these products doubly doleful. 
"\Ve must acknowledge, that tnere is a 
large amount of raisins yet remaining in 
this locality, and with tbe increased 
amount that has been shipped over last 
year, it can mean anything else except- 
ing low prices, although we feel that 
there are more probabilities for the 
prune market improving than for the 
raisin market, as all other fruits are 
comparatively scarce throughout tbe 
East, and the stocks of prunes remain- 
ing in the bands of jobbers are not 
heavy ; consequently we look for a fair 
and active demand for this article for 
the, spring trade. We are glad to ieport 
an advance of 1 cent per pound on dried 
peaches and nectarines, with the further 
probability of improvement 
in the 


futnrp. 


There is comparatively no green fruit 


in the market, except apples'and or- 
anges, which are in fair supply with 
prices ruling low. Very few vegetables 
in the market, with little inquiry. We 
report a decline of 2}£ cents per dozen 
in eggs, stocks accumulating, and we 
look for further decline. Poultry is of- 
fered very freely and the market is weak 
at quoted prices. Game is coming to 
hand freely, while 'stocks are heavy. 
Butter is weak, with a decline of 2*a@5 
cents per roll. 


Wheat and barley remain dull, while 


the hay market shows a slight improve- 
ment.
